You probably recall] reading 
about the unfortunate incident 
earlier this year when a Mississip- 
pi farmer lost 185 head of Here- 
ford cattle after he had sprayed 
them for flies. 

It developed that his farm man- 
ager had hurriedly washed out an 
“empty barrel’ in preparation for 
the fly spray mix. However, the 
barrel LAST YEAR had contained 
a highly toxic chemical, methyl 
varathion. 

The cattle died with 144 hours 
after ‘the .spray was administered, 
and the manager was. hospitalized. 

You can see why it is so import- 
ant to destroy any container of 
dangerously poisonous chemicals. 
Even a minute amount of the stuff

proper precautions are not neglect- 
ed.

Watch Out For 
Poisonous Plants 


Floridians: are now spending 
more time outdoors, with garden- 
ing activities, cookouts and picnics 
planned for the summer months. 

Miss Mary Todd, county Home 
Demonstration agent, says many 
Florida plants, although lovely to 
look at, are harmful if eaten or 
chewed as small children are apt 
to do. With more people spending 
longer hours. out-of-doors the pro- 
lems of skin‘irritations and poison- 
‘ings are. being increased, 
warned,’ 

A list of Florida's poisonous 
plants include: the yellow allaman- 
da, castor , crape: jasmine, di- 
effenbachiit (dumbeane); hy- 
drangea, jinisoriweed. or ...angel 
trumpet; larkspur, milk-bush, pen- 
cil bush or malabartree;. common 
oleander, Poke, pokeweed or poke- 
berry and pri igustrum. 

Also: the tung or tung nut, 
barbadosnut or pugenut, crabeye 
or rosary pea, .crown-of-thorns, 
gloriosa, climbing lily. or glory- 
lily; jassamine, larkspur, mango, 
euphorbia, poinsettia, primrose, 
tobacco and Jucky nut.. ` 

Handling: any part of the mango 
tree or fruit may result in a der- 
matitis similar to iyy -poisoning 
in some individuals. “Susceptible 
persons suffer severely around the 
mouth ‘after eating fresh ripe man- 
goes; bùt. cooking destroys 
causal.

Fish And Seafood 
Bring $31 Million 


Fish from Florida's oceanic fish- 
farm supplies much of the nation's 
need for fine seafoods, the Florida 
State Chamber of Commerce said 
yesterday. $ 

“No other southern state (and 
only ‘two others, one east and one 
west) has a fish catch worth as 
much annually as Florida's,” ac- 
cording to the, trade body's Week- 
ly Business Review. “The fish 
that did not. get away from Flor~ 
ida’s commercial fishermen last 
yéar had a total value of $31 mil- 
lion at the docks. Processing, ic- 
jing, freezing and delivery added 
Imany more millions before, the 
seafood reached consumers’ table. 

“In the weight of last year's 
catch, 186.7 million pounds, Flor- 
ida ranked eleventh among the 
states. This Florida catch included 
87 million pounds of Menhaden 
and .other in-edible- fish brought 
into Fernandina Beach for proces- 
sing into oil and fertilizers. 

Hillsborough, Monroe and Lee 
counties were tops in the state's 
$18 million shrimp catch, Frank- - 
lin and Levy stood first in oyster. 
production and food: fin-fish came 
more from the-Gulf counties than 
from along the Atlantic. 

+ “Some of the value of the state's 
seafood can be traced diréctly to 
applied research’ conducted by the 
State Board of Conseryation. Pro- 
jects currently under way in the 
state should be even more fruit- 
ful as work progresses,” the State 


Chamber pointed out.

Hunting hogs 
to which there is a legitimate 
claim of private ownership, such 
as on lands where’ valid hog: claims 
are in effect, is an illegal activity 
and subject to civil action. 


Before going hog hunting on 


„| lands other than the designated 


areas, the hunters should always 
obtain the permission of the land- 
owner. It is also helpful to verify 
with the County Sheriff to deter- 


mine whether. hog claims are in 
effect in the area selected for 
hunting, and to determine the fact 
of ownership.
